UNIVERSITY CITY 
COUNCIL HEAD 10 
BACK BOND PLAN 


Both Believe Rights of 
Property Owners Can 

. Be Protected on Park- 
way Project Opposed 
by Some Residents, 


Mayor Roy A. Campbell of 
Clayton and Council Chairman 
Walter L. Metcalfe of University 


City said today they would sup- 
feat the proposed $44,732,500 
St. Louis county bond issue, de- 
spite opposition by a group of 
Clayton and University City res- 
idents to a $32,124,500 bond item 
for highways. 

The opposition group is against 
the highway proposition because 
the bond program calls for a 
$6,500,000 Central Parkway on 
the old Rock Island Railroad 
right-of-way through the two 
suburbs. The County Council, 
however, has assured residents 
that the parkway will not be 
built without approval by Clay- 
ton and University City. 

Mayor Campbell, whose home, 
at 300 Edgewood drive, is 200 
feet from the proposed parkway, 
said he and the Clayton alder- 
men are satisfied with the Coun- 
ty Council's promise. 

Stand of Clayton Board. 

Last Jan. 12 the Clayton board 
had gone on record against the 
highway bonds after hearing pro- 
tests from the residents, but 
withdrew its opposition next day 
following the council resolution. 

Metcalfe, an attorney, lives at 
6952 Waterman avenue, less 
than two blocks from the pro- 

sed parkway. 

Tie said passage of the bond 
issue was vital to the county's 
future progress and that he was 
satisfied the interests of Univer- 
sity City property owners would 
be protected. ; 

The City Council of University 
City has taken no position for 
or against the bonds, but at its 
meeting last night filed a copy 
of the County Council resolution 
promising to obtain the munici- 
palities’ consent to the parkway. 
At last w2ek’s City Council meet- 
ing 150 members of the opposi- 
tion group had called on the 
council to oppose the highway 
bond proposal. , 
| Metcalfe’s statement follows: 
| “In my opinion the continu- 
ance of progress in St. Louis 
county depends upon the suc- 
‘eess of the bond issue. 

“The decided cases in the 
state of Missouri demonstrate 
that municipalities maintain con- 
trol over county roadways with- 
‘fn their limits, and as a result 
the rights of the citizens and 
property owners of University 
City can and will be protected. 
| “The projected Central Park- 
way will be built with county 
funds and will be a county road 
or parkway. Traffic on it can 
be limited by the city to pre- 
vent use by trucks and the 
safety of our citizens can be 
safeguarded by any necessary 
limitatiqns of usage. 

Kerth Supports Proposal. 

“The city of University City 
vigorously opposed the plan for 
the Daniel Boone Highway and 
would never consent to any 
such project. However, I am 
certain that the interests of all 
the people and all the property 
owners of University City. will 
be protected and the Central 
Parkway will be planned in a 
manner satisfactory to the vast 
majority of all of the people 
immediately affected.” 

Joining Campbell and Metcalfe 
in their support of the bonds 
was Alfred H. Kerth, a former 
Clayton mayor and board chair- 
man of the county Chamber of 
Commerce, 

Kerth, an attorney, referring 
to assertions by opponents that 
a future county council might 
override the present one, de- 
clared “it is inconceivable that 
such assurances will not be kept 
by the present governing offi- 
cials as well as their successors.” 

Kerth in his statement de- 
clared that Clayton, as _ the 
county seat, probably would en-

G.O.P. House Leaders Question Spending 
Beyond Authorized Hay Aid Without 
New Legislation,

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2— 
Gov, Phil M. Donnelly today 
said he would announce tomor- 


row the date for the second 
special legislative session he 
will call to provide more state 
funds for transportation of 
drouth relief hay to farmers. 
Republican House leaders 
meanwhile raised a question as 
to whether the hay program 
could be continued, and com- 
mitments incurred in excess of 
the $6,500,000 originally ap- 
propriated, until the Legislature 
meets and passes the required 
legislation. : 

Speaker Lester A. Vonder- 
schmidt of Mound City, a Re- 
publican, declared the state 
would be violating Constitutional 
provisions and an existing agree- 
ment with the Federal Govern- 
ment if additional hay com- 
mitments were incurred by the 
state before the Legislature pro- 
vides more funds, 

The original state appropria- 
tion authorized last October is 
virtually exhausted through 
freight charges already paid on 
relief hay, or committed by hay 
shipments jn transit. 

But Donnelly today lifted an 


embargo on shipments, which he 
put in force last Jan. 27, in the 
expectation that additional funds 
would become available through 
the special session which he has 
not yet convened, before the 
freight reimbursement claims on 
new shipments become due. 
“We cannot spend money 
which is not appropriated,” Von- 
derschmidt said. He further de- 
clared the state could not ex- 
pend funds beyond the $6,500,- 
000 authorized last October, 
“until we have enacted new leg- 
islation and it is signed.” 


A legal catch in the drouth 
bill passed last October is a 
clause. requiring that any fed- 
eral funds contributed to the 
program must be credited to or 
deducted from the state fund. 

Under that clause, a $1,000,- 
000 grant from the Federal Gov- 
ernment would mean that $1,- 
000,000 of the state fund would 
stay in the treasury and not be 
spent. 

Donnelly last week sent tele- 
grams to legislative leaders ask- 
ing them if they favored amend- 
ing the relief act to eliminate 
the provision requiring deduc- 
tion of federal grants from the 
state funds. He also indicated 
at the time additional state ap-

EARTH TREMOR 
RATTLES DISHES 
AT POPLAR BLUFF 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Feb. 
2 (AP)—An earth tremor felt 
throughout this southeast Mis- 
souri city at 10:51 a.m. today 
rattled dishes and produced a 
flood of inquiries. 

The tremor—described as one 
distinct shock—knocked loose 
some plaster from the ceiling of 
the old city hall building. No 
other damage was reported. 
The Daily American Republic 
was kept busy answering in- 
quiries. Missouri Highway Pa- 
trol headquarters here also re- 
ported several calls. 

The tremor was felt. also in 
Northeast Arkansas. It cracked 
plaster in a Pocahontas school. 


The center of the earthquake 
was 130 miles south of St. Louis, 
according to a seismograph re- 
cording at St. Louis University, 
and was one of the strongest 
ever felt in this area. It was at 
the northern edge of what is 
known as the New Madrid fault. 
Residents of Richmond Heights, 
Ladue, University City and 
Webster Groves reported the 
tremor as a “rumbling sound.” 
It shook pictures and dishes.

GEORGE BOLTS 
BPARTSAN MOVE 
ON BRCKER PLAN 


Gets Senate to Agree to 
Make His Own Ver- 
sion Its First Order of 
Business. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) 
—Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, signaled the collapse of bi- 
partisan efforts to compromise 
the Bricker constitutional treaty- 
power amendment by getting 
Senate agreement today to make 
his own White House-opposed 
version its first order of busi- 
ness. 


Immediately after he had for- 
mally placed his proposal before 
the Senate, George told report- 
ers all hopes f 


hope have vanished. 

“There is no hope for any 
compromise now,” he said. “We 
just have to fight this matter 
out on the floor. The negotia- 
tions are over. 

“The White House doesn’t 
want a section of my amend- 
ment. Attorney General Brown- 
ell wants to revise it in a way 
I can’t accept.” | 

Possible Supporters. 

George’s action ,taken after a 
meeting of the Senate Demo- 
cratic policy committee, indi- 
cated that a large segment of 
the Senate’s 48 Democrats will 
follow his lead. 

Leaders have agreed that 
without Democratic support no 
compromise provision would be 
adopted, since about 20 Sena- 
tors are opposed to amending 
the Constitution in any form. 

In a Senate speech, Senator 
Fulbright (Dem.) Arkansas, said 
the country had been witnessing 
the “unbelievable spectacle” of 
Republicans attempting to “ham- 
string” President Eisenhower in 
his conduct of foreign affairs. 

Fulbright said Bricker’s pro- 
posal in effect “throttles the 
President of the United States in 
his conduct of foreign relations.” 

May Try for Compromise. 

Fulbright, a Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee member, 
spoke after Senator Knowland of 
California, the G.O.P. floor lead- 
er, reported new attempts were 
being made to compromise with 
Bricker on his proposal to re- 
strict the effect of treaties and 
international agreements on in- 
ternal laws. Knowland said he 
was still confident an amedment 
will pass. He discussed the mat- 
ter in a news conference. 

What Knowland’s next move 
now would be, in view. of 
George’s action, remains to be

Former Red Leader 
Says He Met William

Three of the five alleged Com- 
munists on trial here on charges 
of conspiring to advocate over- 
throw of the Government by vio- 
lence were identified today as 


persons who attended Commu- 
nist party meetings in New York. 

The witness, John Lautner, a 
former national Communist 
leader, said he met William 
Sentner, James F. Forest and 
Marcus A. Murphy, Negro, at 
the meetings. 

Sentner, Forest and Murphy 
are on trial before a jury in 
United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper’s court with For- 
est’s wife, Dorothy Rose, and 
Robert Manewitz. 

Met Sentner in 1945. 

Lautner testified he met Sent- 
ner at the Communist’s 1945 na- 
tional convention in New York 
and Forest at the 1935 conven- 
tion. He said he saw Murphy 
at various other party meetings 
there in the 1930s. 

Now an employe of the Jus- 
tice Department since being 
“read out” of the party in Jan- 
uary 1950, Lautner was the first 
Government witness called after 
presentation of evidence began 
late yesterday. He was ex- 
pected to be on the stand 
throughout today. 

The Hungarian-born former 
Communist functionary, who has 
testified at several trials of Com- 
munists on similar charges 
throughout the country during 
the past three years, told the 
jury of 11 men and one woman 
in Judge Harper’s court that he 
had joined the Communist party 
in New York in December 1929, 
three years after he had become 
a naturalized citizen. 

Sent te Training School. 

Shortly -fter he joined the 
party, he testified, he was sent 
to a training school sponsored

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COUNTY CORONER 
SAYS HIS STAFF 


AND AUTHORITY 
ARE TOO LIMITED 


Willmann Calls for Ex- 
pansion of His Force 
or Creation of a 
‘Homicide Squad’ in 


the Sheriff’s Office. 


Coroner Arnold J. Willmann 
of St. Louis cbunty declared last 
night that his staff is inadequate 
and his authority too limited for 
the proper functioning of his 
office. 

In a review of the coroner’s 
functions before the Citizens’ 
Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment, Willmann proposed either 
the enlargement of his staff or 
the creation of a “homicide 
squad” in the sheriff's office to 
investigate deaths for the cor- 
oner. 

As matters stand, “you don’t 
have any one group of men 
trained to handle homicides,” he 
said, adding that investigations 


“just aren’t carried on the way 
they should be,” especially in 
the smaller county communities. 

Willmann, who also is a for- 
mer sheriff, said thorough in- 
vestigation was of particular im- 
portance in cases of “natural 
deaths,” non-violent deaths 
where no physician has been in 
attendance. The possibility of 
homicide in these instances can- 
not be overlooked, he remarked. 

Autopsy Authority Limited. 

In addition, Willmann said the 
coroner has no authority to per- 
form autopsies to determine the 
cause of death except when it is 
known or clearly suspected that 
violence was involved in the 
case. 

Coroners are even subject, 
to lawsuits filed by relatives of 
the deceased if such autopsies 
are made, Willmann said, de- 
scribing it as “‘a dangerous situ- 
ation.” 

There are about 180 such 
eases of “natural deaths” inves- 
tigated each year in the county 
and about the same number of 
inquests into violent deaths, al- 
most half of which result from 
traffic accidents, he said, 

Willmann urged an over-all 
training program for county 
police officers so that their 
methods of gathering evidence 
and presenting it at inquests 


__will be improved. 


He, also criticized coroner's 
juries, saying that with the 
present statutory provision of $1 
per day of jury service, avail- 
able jurors are generally “el- 
derly, retiréd persons” who 
make jury work “a sort of 


Pian Discussed. 

The medical-legal examiner 
plan, practiced in some states 
instead of the coroner system, 
was discussed by members of 
the commission, .appointed last 
year by County Supervisor Lu- 
man F. Matthews to make rec- 
ommendations for the improve- 
ment of county law enforcement. 

Arthur J. Freund said he 
thought five or six examiners, 
working with local police homi- 
cide squads, could cover Mis- 
souri adequately, and, referring 
to coroners’ juries, “do away 
with this farce.” 

Willmann, also a member of 
the commission, said he doubted 
the state would offer salaries 
large enough to obtain qualified 
examiners, who undergo 12 to 
14 years of training. Medical 
work for his office now is being 
handled competently by three 
pathologists, he said. 

I. A. Long, president of the 
St. Louis Board of Police Com- 
missioners, told the commission 
technical facilities of the St. 
Louis Police Department would 
continue to be made available 
to county law officers “if a new 
law enforcement program is 
created in the county.” 

Favors Compensation. 

Arthur B. Shepley, commis- 
sion chairman, said it was his 
personal opinion that the county 
ought to compensate the city 
for use of its police labora- 
tories, when and if a new coun- 
ty law enforcement: system is 
established. 

Free use of the facilities ‘“‘may 
have been all right when the 
county was small,” he said, “but 
now, when the county has 500,- 
000 residents, it is becoming 
unreasonable.” 

He added that he thought it 
would be better to continue the

PARKING GARAGE PLAN 
REVISED DOWNWARD 


Wayco Firm Head Says De- 
mand for Offstreet Space 
Has Declined.

‘Lack of demand for offstreet 
parking space in the downtown 
area has forced the Wayco Pe- 
troleum Co. to revise downward 
its plan for a parking garage on 
the site of the old American 
Theater at Seventh and Market 
streets, President George Way 
said today. 

Speaking as a member of a 
panel on downtown parking reg- 
ulations at a luncheon of the 
Advertising Club of St. Louis 
at Hotel Statler, Way said his 
company planned temporarily to 
include only accommodations 
for about 500 automobiles on 
the new site instead of the 
planned 1500. 

“We are putting in the foot- 
ings and foundation for a four- 
story building to be erected 
when and if demand for space 
grows, but for the time being 
only a basement and open sur- 
face lot will be built,” he said. 

Declaring there was an over- 
supply of do wn offstreet 
panking space,@Way said one of 
the worst things that had hap- 
pened to his business was the 
bar effected by the master traf- 
fic control ordinance on all day- 
time parking downtown. 

“Our business dropped off 30 
per cent and it hasn’t recovered 
yet.” he said. 

Explaining this apparent para- 
dox, he said the average woman 
shopper, convinced she will find 
no parking space downtown, 
takes her business to a suburban 
shopping area where there is 
ample parking. He added that 
the parking bar has not affected 
downtown retail merchants be- 
cause “I see the same cars 
parked all day at the same spot 
they formerly occupied before 
the bar went into effect.” 

Associate City Counselor 
Charles B. Kaiser, who helped 
put the master traffic control 
plan of the Chamber of Com- 
merce into legislative form, de- 
clared the downtown area was 
not a “hit-and-run” shopping 
area where people park to make 
a quick purchase and then leave. 
Instead, he said, people come 
downtown to get a selection of 
merchandise that cannot be 
duplicated within a 300-mile 
radius.

Eisenhower Assailed. 

Joseph A. Bierne, president 
of the CIO Communications 
Workers of America, told the 
committee that if all of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's recommen- 
dations were enacted they would 
not be accepted as fulfillment 
of his campaign pledges.

(AP)-—They call Furman’s Frank 
Selvy “Fabulous” and with a 
new major collegiate three-year 
basketball scoring record under 
his belt and 12 games left to 
play, Selvy likely will keep the 
appellation for a long time. 


Selvy scored 25 points last 
night as Furman (9-6) defeated 
Clemson, 70-53, to give him a 
three-year total of 1905 points.

But in view of the content of 
both articles, such amlabilities 
sound a little like the purring 
of a man-eating tiger. 


The author of the first, and 
most important, article is iden- 
tified only as “a general in the 
reserves,” yet the fact that the 
anonymous general’s article ap- 
peared prominently in Izvestia, 
one of Moscow's two great offi- 
cial newspapers, lends it un- 
doubted authority. 


The article is addressed spe- 
cifically to Secretary Dulles’ 
speech of Jan. 12, in which 
Dulles sought to defend and ex- 
plain the increasing reliance on 
atomic weapons in American de- 
fense and foreign policy plan- 
ning. This Dulles speech rep- 
resented, of course, officia] Eis- 
enhower administration doctrine, 
and there is no doubt that the 
reply in Izvestia represents the 
official doctrine of the Malenkov 
regime. 


Threat to U.S. and Allies. 

“In the United States,” the 
anonymous general] points out, 
accurately enough, “a great deal 
is written on the so-called ‘glo- 
bal,’ ‘inter-continental,’ or ‘trans- 
ocean’ strategy.” 

“Would it not be wiser,” the 
general asks mildly, “to assume 


_ the opposite?” 


At this point, the tiger shows 


' its claws. The general points 
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out, more in sorrow than in 
anger, that in case of war the 
territories of America’s allies 
“must become, ruthlessly and in- 
evitably, theaters of military 
operations upon which the de- 
structive forces of modern 
weapons will descend with all 
their power.” 

But this warning is more or 
less incidental. The central point 
of the article is a reminder to 
the United States that the Ameri- 
can continent is no longer invul- 
nerable. 

“Postwar developments of 
technical devices for use as 
weapons of war,” the general 
writes, “have made such strides 
that the ocean is no longer a 
reliable protection from the 
shocks of war. Modern develop- 
ments in aviation, jet-propelled 
weapons, and the submarine 
fleet have made possible crush- 
ing blows over a distance of 
many thousands of kilometers.” 

This last sentence particularly 
has attracted a certain anxious 
interest among the _ experts.

Trans-Ocean Rockets. 

This article is by a Commo- 
dore Egbert von Frankenberg, a 
Communist military commenta- 
tor in East Germany. It con- 
tains the same rather bland 
warning as the Izvestia article, 
but it is a little more. specific 
about the postwar develop- 
ment of the technical devices.” 


The commodore speaks of 
“electronically controlled anti- 
aircraft shells and other sur- 
prises.” He warns that “Soviet 
long-range bombers would reach 
all points in... the home zones 
of the enemy.” And he ends 
with this peculiarly unpleasant 
short sentence: “The. guided 
twin rocket suitable for trans- 
Atlantic operation has been fur- 
ther developed.” 

These words have caused 
small shudders in certain expert 
circles, and for a simple reason. 
Even before the war ended, the 
German scientists had on their 
drawing boards designs for a 
two-stage rocket, known as the 
A-10, theoretically capable of 
bombarding New York from 
European bases. The Soviets 
captured the scientists responsi- 
ble for this design. 

It has long been a nightmare 
of the intelligence experts that 
the Soviets might get this “twin 
rocket” off the drawing boards 
and into the air. 

If the Soviets have indeed de- 
veloped an_ inter - continental 
guided multi-stage rocket, they 
are quite literally years ‘ahead 
of the United States in this vital 
field. 

Such hints must be taken ‘at 
least somewhat seriously. The 
experts scoffed, one remembers, 
when Molotov hinted early in

When unification of 
Germany is proposed, they come 
up with an idea to set up a Big 
Five peace conference with Red 
China to gain recognition for 
the Communist sphere of influ- 
“nce. They-couple this with a 
proposal for a world disarma- 
ment conference and now with 
a German ,eace conference, 


On this latter point, in order 
to get away from discussing the 
matter of a unified Germany 
now, they even skip their own 
contention that East and West- 
ern German governments should 
be merged into an interim gov- 
ernment to arrange for general 
elections. 


The details of the Molotov 
peace plan left the Allies con- 
vinced that nothing could come 
of them, now or later. They 
still contain all the things about 
which Moscow has talked for the 
last two or three years and 
which the Allies cannot accept. 

Primary Russian Aim.

The European Defense Com- 
munity, Molotov said, is a war 
grouping of some European 
States against others. 


The United States, he argued, 
will precipitate a new war with 
its foreign military aid, 82 bases 
overseas, which he listed, and 
the European Defense Com- 
munity. 


Offers Alliance. 


Instead, he offered France 
peace and security through an 
alliance with Russia and its 
eastern European satellites. 
These states are reliable allies, 
he said, in spite of different 
social systems.

For the Whole County 


Will the county bond issue as a whole serve 
the best interests of St. Louis county as a whole? 
That is the question to be decided in next week's 
election, and county voters should not be misled 
by efforts to make the question something else. 

Six propositions are to be voted on. The larg- 
est, accounting for $32,124,000 of the proposed 
$44,732,500 in bonds, provides for a comprehen- 
sive and critically needed program of street and 
highway improvement, | 

Unless this proposition ig approved, unless 
work soon begins on the many highway projects 
planned in all sections of the metropolitan area, 
traffic congestion will clamp a tighter strangle- 
hold on the circulatory arteries of St. Louis 
county. . 

Because a small group of citizens in one mu- 
nicipality opposes one of 16 major highway pro}- 
ects, the whole proposition for a $32,124,000 
bond issue has come under attack. These citizens 
have the right to beat the bond issue if they 
can. But their efforts ought to alert the rest of 
the citizens of St. Louis county, who surely 
comprise the overwhelming majority. 

That overwhelming...majority which would 
benefit from highway improvements to relieve 
traffic congestion must resolve to go to the 
polls next week and overwhelmingly adopt Pro- 
position No. 1. “A two-thirds favorable vote is 
required. 

Some curious arguments are being advanced 
against the proposed Central Parkway through 
Clayton. It is said, for example, that this project 
would cost too much, since it would not be a 
state project eligible for state aid. Yet two years 
ago a similar expressway at a similar location 
was bitterly opposed because it was a state 
project. 

It is said, again, that a parkway should not be 
built through Clayton because Clayton streets are 
congested. On the contrary, the congestion in 
Clayton offers the strongest possible reason for 
building a limited-access parkway to relieve 
traffic on the surface streets. There is no mystery 
as to why such a parkway has been proposed 
for the proposed location. The reason is that 
this location, serving a heavily-populated area, 
would make an immense contribution to the re- 
lief of congestion. 

While a strong case can be made for the Cen- 
tral Parkway through Clayton, however, the 
question of the bond issue ought not to turn 
on that one project. The truth is that if a 
majority of the citizens of Clayton really does 
not want a parkway, it will never be built. 

The County Council has promised to consult 
the local communities concerned before finally 
authorizing such a project. Since the County 
Council is an elective body, it would not dare 
to put through a project which the community 
as a whole really opposed. 

Furthermore, the County Council is commit- 
ted to administer the bond issue expenditures 
under the watchful eye of a Public Works Ad- 
visory Committee composed of such responsible 
citizens as J, Wesley McAfee, Mrs. Horton 
Watkins, Hugh H. C. Weed, Edgar M. Queeny 
and John J. O'Toole. Such a committee, we are 
confident, is not going to sanction any project 
which actually injures Clayton or any other 
community as a whole. 

If the Central Parkway really is a bad project, 
if those who now oppose it really can enlist the 
community as a whole against it, there will be 
plenty of opportunities to debate its merits later. 
But it would be a blow to progress in St. Louis 
county if the bond issue as a whole were stopped 
by local objections to a single project. 

To prevent that fram happening, county citi- 
zens had better make up their minds to turn 
out in large numbers next week and vote FOR 
Proposition No, 1. 
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. By Default 

However formidable Congressman Price of 
East St. Louis may be in the Madison-St. Clair 
county district, the Republican party should 
present its strongest possible entry against him 
in the November election. Yet no Republican 
filed in the congressional primary; when Repub- 
licans get their primary ballot in April there 
will not be so much as one name under the head- 
ing of Representative in Congress. This opens 
the G.O.P. nomination to the possibility of a 
write-in campaign. If there is no write-in 
nomination, it will be up to the proper party 
committees to select a candidate. Why should 
there be 11 Republicans seeking nomination for 
Senator in Illinois and not one running for the 
House from the Twenty-fourth District. 
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Call It Off Quickly 


Undoubtedly the Norwalk (Conn.) post of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars had the best of inten- 
tions when it embarked on its project of report- 
ing to the F.B.I, the names of persons adjudged 
“Communistic” by a patriotism committee of 
members of the post.

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Trying to Steal the Show 


Russia’s Molotov started the second week of 
the Berlin Big Four conference with a proposal 
which the Associated Press called a “blockbust- 
er” and a “haymaker.” The French might more 
correctly called it a coup de theatre. It was a 
sensation, but a sensation compounded more of 
the make-believe stuff of the stage than of hard, 
gritty international realities, 

By submitting the draft of-a German peace 
treaty, Molotov only seemingly transcended the 
preliminary conditions of such a treaty which 
had been under discussion. He got ahead of him- 
self. His feat would take on reality only if the 
three Western powers were to accept Russia's 
notions of what a reunited Germany should be. 
And Molotov must have known how impercep- 


tibly faint that chance is. 


The Russian proposal, however, was not pur- 
poseless. Molotov’s insistence that the abnormal- 
ity of German partition “must be ended” in a 
peace conference to be convened in six months— 
or in any case not later than October—is bound 
to have some appeal to those Germans who are 
unhappy about the separated, semi-sovereign 
state of their country. The promise of both East 
and West German participation in the confer- 
ence, the withdrawal of occupying armies within 
a year of the treaty’s signing, and at least lim- 
ited German rearmament and munitions-making 
also are attractive to these people. 

Acceptance of the Potsdam boundaries and a 
ban against German participation in “any alli- 
ance directed against any single country which 
participated in the war against Hitler” obviously 
are less to the taste of the Germans. Still, many 
who were drafted into Hitler’s army or had their 
homes bombed are in no hurry to get back into 
uniform. And some ‘might feel that surrender of 
the eastern lands annexed by Poland is the 
price to be paid for return of the Russian occu- 
pation zone to actual German control. 

Molotov’s suggestion that this treaty would 
make new German aggressions impossible has 
an appeal to some Frenchmen. But just as Bi- 
dault said that incorporation of new German di- 


visions in the EDC army would be a preventive _ 


of unilateral military action by a German gov- 
ernment, so these other Russian blandishments 
can be refuted—especially by Germans like Kon- 
rad Adenauer. They can say that the desire for 
an early treaty is no excuse for accepting a bad 
treaty, 

Furthermore it is out of the question that Bi- 
dault, Eden and Dulles should accept this Rus- 
sian scheme just because it was introduced like 
a bursting skyrocket. Actually there is nothing 
in it but previously rejected Communist pro- 
posals. It enabled Molotov to steal the show only 
for the moment. If he wants to progress toward 
a genuine settlement, he will have to come back 
to the Western position as outlined last week 
by Anthony Eden. He cannot escape the process 
of concession and conciliation. He cannot pull 
his kind of a treaty out of the air and expect 
anybody else to put a pen to it. 
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A Shamrock to Lead Them

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Secondary Airport Needed 

The Municipal Airport Commission evidently 
is ready to take a hard look at the idea of cre- 
ating a secondary St. Louis airfield at Parks 
Metropolitan Airport, just south of East St. 
Louis, That is encouraging news indeed. 

The day is sure to come when Lambert-St. 
Louis Field will be unable to handle all the air 
traffic that will be generated in this great metro- 
politan area, That day may arrive sooner than 
the experts expect, and it is only good business 
sense to anticipate it and to prepare to deal 
with it. The fact that Parks Airport is only 12 to 
15 minutes by automobile from downtown St. 
Louis makes that site all the more attractive. 

As a starter, the commission is out to deter- 
mine exactly what the Parks facility is worth, 
as well as the effect its purchase and develop- 
ment would have on Lambert Field. These are 
worthwhile objectives. Even so, they are neces- 
sarily preliminary to the essential question: 
What are the best terms under which St. Louis 
can buy or lease a close-in secondary field? If 
St. Louis is not to be left behind by the rapid 
growth of the air age, that question will have to 
be answered explicitly and soon, 
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Rackets Across the River 
The Federal Government's attack on labor 
racketeering in this area now extends across 
the river into Southern Illinois, In beginning its 
investigation the new grand jury in East St. 
Louis has a fine example before it. 


This example was provided by the recent fed- 


eral grand jury which indicted 16 AFL leaders 
in St. Louis, The jury received deserved praise 
from the bench for its work. But it left behind 
more work to be done, and the work cannot stop 
at the Mississippi river. 

United States District Judge Fred L. Wham 
said as much in his instructions to the jury in 
East St. Louis. Judge Wham referred to reports 
that “related and similar violations in this dis- 
trict have been imposing heavy and damaging 
burdens on business and commerce.” We re- 
vealed some of these conditions two years ago. 

Yet there is one difference in the tasks of the 
two grand juries, though it is only a difference 
of approach. In Missouri most of the labor 
racketeering so far exposed involved private 
construction work. In Illinois the inquiry appar- 
ently will begin with defense work. Investigators 
have been studying projects at Scott Air Force 
Base and the atomic energy facilities at Joppa, 
which have had some 40 work stoppages. 

Contractors on big Illinois construction proj- 
ects have been plagued for years by the irre- 
sponsible tactics of some union leaders. As the 
Post-Dispatch reported in 1951, some contractors 
were compelled to abandon the area, and others 
to raise prices. The situation has brought strife 
to unions. It has hiked costs to the public.

G.O.P.’s Second Look at Bricker Plan

Senator Bricker’s proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States now goes on that lengthening 
list of projects which commended them- 
selves to Republicans running for high 
office in the 1952 campaign but which 
look less attractive to the same Repub- 
licans now that they have had a year 
of responsibility in high office. 


The first victim of the transition of 
Republicans from 
political opposition 
to political power 
was the project of 
a balanced budget. 

Through election 
day of 1952 most of 
the future leaders 
of the Eisenhower 
Administration ex- 
pected to achieve a 
balanced budget at 
least within a year 
after taking office. 
Before they had 
even taken office, 
however, they had 
learned enough 
about the background problems of 
budget and taxes to realize that achieve- 
ment would take longer than expected. 


The second victim was the great fos 
eign-policy project of the “roll back” of 
the frontiers of the Soviet empire, “lib- 
erating” the satellite peoples. 


In practice this policy got as far as 
the order “unleashing” Chiang Kai-shek 
from the restraining force of the United 
States Seventh Fleet. It has given place 
long since to a contrary policy of negoti- 
ating with the Eastern powers—Commu- 
nist China and the Soviet Union. 


A third victim was the concept Mr. 
Eisenhower entertained on assumption 
of the presidency that he could achieve 
sufficient legislation from the Congress 
by friendliness with its members. 


This has been replaced by the time- 
tested use of those instruments of pres- 
idential influence over the legislature 
which include patronage dispensed to 
those who support the President. 


The Bricker amendment was accepted 
almost automatically during the 1952 
campaign by most Republicans engaged 
in that campaign. The majority of Re- 
publican Senators indorsed it. The fu- 
ture Secretary of State, Dulles, gave it 
a qualified but friendly pat. 


It recommended itself in those days 
because it appeared to be directed pri- 
marily at Messrs. Truman and Roose- 
velt. Its merits were recognized, Its pos- 
sible disadvantages were not studied or 
considered seriously. 


Since January of 1953 when the 
Eisenhower Administration took office 
the leaders of that Administration have 
had occasion to look more carefully at 
the “other side” of the Bricker amend-

ment. The more they have looked, the 
less they have liked it. 


The shoe is on the other foot now. 
It is no longer a matter of Democrats 
using, or abusing (depending on po- 
litical viewpoint), the vast powers 
vested in the presidential office of the 
American republic. Republicans hold 
and control that office today, and find 
that the powers they inherited with the 
office are extremely useful to them. 


There is no question about the un- 
usual nature of the presidential powers. 
The President of the United States pos- 
sesses constitutional powers above those 
enjoyed by most other heads of state, 
and many other heads of government. 


His powers are less than those of the 
Prime Minister of the Soviet Union, 
but they exceed by far those of the 
British Queen. They at least equal the 
eombined powers of that Sovereign and 
her Prime Minister. They certainly 
exceed by far the combined powers of 
the President of the French Republic 
plus his Prime Minister. 


There is no doubt either that such 
powers can be abused by a wrong man 
who might obtain the high office of 
the presidency. Certainly, if the whole 
American public were to be guaranteed 
total immunity from abuse of presi- 
dential powers many a change in the 
Constitution would be required. — 


But opinion on the degree ‘of presi- 
dential power depends on point of view, 
rather than on absolute merit. There is 
no absolute measurement of the proper 
quantity of presidential powers. 


Political history largely revolves 
around that question. It would be dif- 
ficult to find two countries whith have 
solved the problem in identical man- 
ner. Heads have fallen in the process of 
arriving at the solution which accords 
with the needs of any given country. 


The Eisenhower Administration is 
prepared to make some concessions. It 
accepts some of the arguments for 
whittling down presidential power. But 
by this time it has come to a firm con- 
clusion that the full Bricker amendment 
would reduce the President of the 
United States to the relative stature of 
the President of France in the area of 
foreign policy. It has, therefore, re- 
solved to resist that full amendment to 
the limit of its political capacity. 


This change in point of view in the 
Administration has been reflected in 
the Senate where many a former sup- 
porter is slipping away. Republicans in 
office are less inclined to curb presi- 
dential power than the same Repub- 
licans when they were in opposition. 

The outcome remains to be deter- 
mined, but in the meantime an ancient 
political truism has been reconfirmed. 
Political power looks different to the 
man who holds it than to the man 
who doesn’t, P

. Leadville, the fabulous gold and silver 


mining camp of the ’80s, as a very 
young woman who was star of a travel- 
ing opera company. She stayed on 
through its second burst and decline. 
Now she looks back on it and other 
camps of the boom days with affection 
but little nostalgia. 

The stories she tells are good ones 
for she has the balladeer’s eye for the 
dramatic accent, the revealing bit of 
lore, But she is also a poet who avoids 
the banal for a fresh image. In all but 
a few of ther ballads the hackneyed 
finds no place. When it does, it is in 
the language of the miners, which she 
sets down truly and well. Bathos is 
perhaps somehow integral to the ballad 
form, but there is surprisingly little of 
it in these verses, where genuine emo- 
tion comes oftener. 

Mrs. Robertson captures the rowdy 
as well as the pathetic and sets down 
a character, “plain or fancy,” with swift 
strokes. Who could forget Pony Nelson 
in her scarlet gown, or Old Pete—or 
even Bubbles, the contrary donkey? 
Mrs. Robertson has a good sense of 
humor. It is part of her participation 
in the life of which she writes, as are 
her tributes to the men of Cornwall 
who came 4000 miles to dig in the 
Caribou, and to the misunderstood 
“Baby Doe” Tabor. There was love as 
well, in a hardy and grimy time, some- 
times ending in a haunting refrain:

HE ECONOMIC REPORT which the President sent to Con- 


statement of its kind from the 


, Administration. It was read not only for its general philoso- 
phy, and for its estimate of the situation, but also for what it 
shows about the men from whom the President is taking economic 


advice. 


What it shows is, it seems to 
me, very good indeed. 

There has, of course, never 
been any ques- . 
tion but that in 
Messrs. Burns, 
Jacoby, and 
Stewart, his 
Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, 
he had appoint- 
ed men of the 
highest compe- 
and ex- 
perience. What 
remained to be 
shown was that 
they were be- 
ing used as expert advisers and 
not as political advocates. The 
omens have been good in that 
they have been working quietly 
and not performing in front of 
the television cameras. 


The report, which is lucid, 
candid, unambiguous, and un- 
rhetorical, is plainly the work of 
competent men who have not 
been pushed around. 

It provides an example of the 
right way to use experts and to 
make inquiries in order to form 
government policies. 


An Unmentioned Difficulty. 


burns 


On the question of the cur- 
rent recession the report makes 
no firm predictions. In fact it 
dwells on “the fallibility of eco- 
nomic forecasts.” But the report 
is quite firm in the commitment 
—should the present recession 
show signs of becoming cumula- 
tive—to use “the very formi- 
dable...arsenal of weapons at 


We may be sure that the Eco- 
nomic Advisers are being vigi- 
lant and that the Administra- 
tion means to take action if cir- 
cumstances require it. But there 
is at least one difficulty which 
the report does not mention, 
which it may fairly be said it 
was outside its province to men- 
tion. It could nonetheless very 
seriously delay, limit and con- 
fuse preventive measures. 


“In dealing with the possible 
threat of a depression,” says the 
report, “the Government will 
not hesitate to make greater use 


difficult to obtain a higher fed- 
eral debt limit. 

Moreover, there may well be 
a strong tendency in the Ad- 
ministration itself and in Con- 
gress to hesitate too long, to 
suffer a crisis of conscience, and 
to be too late with too little. For 
what the Administration will be 
needing to do in order to avert 
a depression will run counter to 
many of its moral convictions. 

It would indeed be a cruel 
and dangerous dilemma if, let 
us say, a few months hence it 
became necessary to act, and 
yet there was a general feeling 
that what had to be done was 
really a very wrong thing to do. 

The dilemma needs to be and, 
I believe, can be resolved. It 
arises from a misunderstanding. 
The moral virtues of thrift and 
prudence, the elimination af 
waste, extravagance, and hand- 
outs, corrupting subsidies, and 
the like are one thing. They 
are unaffected, or should be un- 
—, by booms or depres- 
sions. 


Economics, Not Morality. 


But whether the business 
cycle is in a phase which calls 
for a budget surplus, a budget 
balance. or a budget deficit is 
a question of fact and has no 
moral implications. A great 
society in the twentieth century 
must make this distinction. It 
has to control its public expen- 
ditures by its political and moral 
convictions. 

But it has to regulate the 
balancing of the budget by a 
scientific judgment of its effect 
upon the business cycle. Whether 
to seek a surplus, a balance, or 
a deficit in the budget depends 
on the economic weather. It is 
no more a moral question than 
putting on an overcoat when it 
is cold and taking it off when 
it is warm 

This view is; of course, mod- 
ern. Before the great depres- 
sion of 1929 it was virtually un- 
heard of, and for long it was 
considered a dangerous heresy. 
It is now so much the accepted 
view that last week the Presi- 
dent, whose advisers take this 
view, described his position in 
economic matters as “conserva- 


of monetary, debt management, 
and credit policy, including lib- 
eralized use of federal insurance 
of private obligations, or to 


modify the tax structure, or to | 


reduce taxes, or to expand on 
a large scale the construction of 
useful public works, or to take 
any other steps that may be 
necessary.” 


Depression vs. Budget. 


The report then goes on to say 
that “an essential part of this 
preparedness under present cir- 
cumstances is a higher federal 
debt limit, which is already 
necessary for the efficient con- 
duct of the Government’s cur- 
rent operations.” 


This is notice that in order 
to prevent a depression, the Ad- 
ministration will take measures 
to*overcome deflation by deficit 
financing. That is why a higher 
federal debt limit is “an essen- 
tial part of this preparedness 
under present circumstances.” 


Many devices would be em- 
‘ployed but an essential princi- 
ple of the anti-depression policy 
would be deficit financing by 
unbalancing the budget. 

There is here an apparent con- 
flict between the commitment to 
balance the budget and the com- 
mitment to avert a depression. 
If this conflict is not resolved 
to the satisfaction of American 
public opinion, it may be very 


tive.” 
‘The Modern View. 


Before the experience of the 
‘great depression with its far- 
‘reaching effects on the thought 
‘of scholars and on the feelings 
and expectations of masses of 
men, the accepted theory was 
that the budget must always be 
in balance. For bogms and de- 
pressions were regarded as un- 
controllable by public measures. 

The great depression taught 
everybody, economists and the 
voters, that if we are to con- 
serve a free society with a free 
economy, we must learn how to 
prevent a ‘great depression. We 
must learn how to prevent mass 
unemployment, the collapse of 
the price structure, the loss of 
savings, widespread bankruptcies 
(and foreclosures. 

This is the underlying concep- 
tion and the controlling convic- 
tion of the Economic Report. 
Whether this doctrine is, as the 
President called it, “conserva- 
tive,” is an academic question. 
And historians might prefer to 
call it an adaptation of classical 
liberalism to the welfare state. 

But whatever we choose to call 
it, at least one can say without 
being challenged that the Presi- 
dent’s Economic Advisers are 
modern men who are fully aware 
of the facts of life in the modern 
world.

DERIENCY PUPIL 
PROGRAM IN EFFECT 


39 Elementary Schools Begin 
Plan—Pilot Project 
Called a Success. 


The Board of Education's new 
program of correcting pupils’ 
basic learning deficiencies, 
which officials said proved suc- 
cessful in a pilot project last 
term, went into effect yesterday 
at 39 elementary schools. 

William Kottmeyer, assistant 
superintendent of instruction, 
said it is hoped that the plan 
eventually will be extended to 
all 109 elementary schools in St. 
Louis, so special instruction 
needs of all children can be sat- 
isfied before they pass the 
fourth-grade level. 

He told members of the 
board’s instruction committee 
that students who took part in 
the program last term at five 
schools virtually doubled their 
proficiency in reading, arith- 
metic and spelling. 

In another basic skill, Eng- 
lish usage, the pupils showed 
less than average progress, but 
still learned faster than they 
had before, he said. 

‘Problem Students.’ 

Kottmeyer emphasized that 
while many of the approximate-

A _ child 
who falls below a certain level 
in one or more of the fields, 
Kottmeyer said, can receive con- 
centrated instruction under the 
new plan. 

In the special classes, the pu- 
pils—generally third-graders— 
are placed in groups of 20. Aver- 
age size of ordinary classes is 
about 40 students.

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VIETMINA DRIVES 
PUSHED AS LEVER 
FOR PEACE TALKS 


Capital of Laos Threat- 
ened as Communists 
Attack in Five Separ- 
ate Sectors. 


By LARRY ALLEN 
HANOI, Indochina, Feb. 2 
(AP)—Vietminh attacks in five 
separate sectors shaped up to- 
day as parts of a general offen- 
sive apparently aimed at over- 


running enough territory to give 
the Communist-led rebels a 
powerful talking point for end- 
ing the Indochina war by nego- 
tiation. 

A new invasion of Laos threat- 
ened Lyang Prabang, the royal 
Laotian capital, as Ho Chi Minh 
threw virtually all his eight reg- 
wlar divisions — trained and 
equipped by Red China —into 
the winter campaign, 
an war picture looked like 

s: 

1, Vietminh Division No. 308, 
detached from the siege of Dien 
Bien Phu, crossed the border 
from northwest Viet Nam into 
northern Laos, overran French- 
garrisoned Muong Khoua after 
a 30-mile advance and headed 
on toward Luang Prabang, 85 
miles to the south. 

U.S. Bombers Lent. 

(The United Press said that 
“about 10” American B-26 light 
bombers, lent to French pilots 
by the United States Far East 
Air Force, today joined other 
French planes in attacks on 
Communists advancing toward 
Luang Prabang. The U.P. quoted 
French officers as saying the 
newly-arrived bombers were sent 
“in addition to those supplied 
currently by the United States.” 
No further details were given.) 

2. In Central Laos, a war 
theater for six weeks, other 
rebel troops battled French 
forces in the Mekong river area 
north and east of Thakhek, a 
town the Vietminh won Christ- 
mas week and then gave up 
without a fight. 

3. Three Vietminh divisions 
including No. 316, a heavy weap- 
ons outfit called the Iron Divi- 
sion, maintained pressure on 
Dien Bien Phu, the heavily-for- 
tified plain where the French 
keep a toehold in the Thai moun- 
tain country at Laos’s back door- 
step. 

4. Two hundred miles to the 
east, troops of Vietminh division 
No. 320 infiltrated the Red river 
delta, the key defense bulwark 
of French Union forces against 
the sweep of Communism into 
southeast Asia, and opened at- 
tacks on guard posts in the Ninh 
Binh and Nam Dinh sectors. 

5. In southeast Vietnam, 
rebel resistance stiffened against 
a French drive to oust the Viet- 


‘ minh from the rich coastal strip 


of 220 miles between Cap 
Varella and Faifo. 

Wary of French air power, 
the rebels advanced toward Lu- 
ang Prabang single file 60 feet 
apart along the river Nam Hou. 
A Laotian battalion ambushed 
and pulverized the advance 
guard of a rebel regiment south 
of Muong Khoua, the French 
command reported. 

At Dien Bien Phu batteries 
fought artillery duels for the 
first time today. About 40 Viet- 
minh shells landed among 
French outposts before French 
barrages and attacks by fighter- 
bombers caused the Vietminh 
in the hills suddenly to break 
off the shelling. 

The French reported “strong 
contacts” by heavy patrols with 
the Vietminh north and north- 
east of Dien Bien Phu. 

In the Red river delta near 
the seaport of Haiphong, Viet- 
minh commandos blew up a 
gasoline dump. French-Vietna- 
mese forces reported killing 50 
Vietminh in minor mopups. 

Under Reds’ Control. 

The rebels already control 
two thirds of the 127,380 square 
miles of Viet Nam, the biggest 
of Indochina’s three states. The 
others are Cambodia, little af- 
fected by the war, and Laos. 

Observers believe Ho Chi 
Minh is hurling the best of his 
effectives in the offensive to 
gain all the ground he can be- 
fore the rising Vietnamese Army 
turns the numerical balance of 
power against him. That Army, 
now 200,000 strong, is slated to 
reach 350,000 by the end of the 
year, 

Lt. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, 
commander of United States 
land forces in the Pacific, flew 
to Dien Bien Phu today to see 
how the French are utilizing 
war equipment supplied by the 
United States. 

O’Daniel made a three-week 
survey of Indochina last sum- 
mer to study the uses of United 
States military aid. That aid, 
running at the rate of $500,000,- 

a year, has since been in- 
creased.

SEWER DISTRICT 


Group’s Indorsement Is 
in ‘Interest of Fur- 
thering Public Health, 


Sanitation.’ 


Indorsement of the proposed 
Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer 
District “in the interest of fur- 


thering public health and sani- 
tation in St, Louis county,” has 
been -voted by the St. Louis 
County Medical Society, it was 
announced today. 

Dr. M. A. Diehr, president of 
the society, said members 
strongly felt that present inade- 
quate sewage disposal facilities 
in the metropolitan area must 
be improved in order to elimi- 
nate unsanitary conditions that 
might ‘lead to epidemics, 

The sewer district, plan, pre- 
pared by a joint city-county 
board of freeholders, would 
take over the 35 independent 
sewer systems now operated in 
the metropolitan area by 11 dif- 
ferent municipalities and 24 
separate sewer districts. It 
would also build new facilities 
when necessary. 

It will be before the voters 


of St. Louis and St. Louls 
county at special elections next 
Tuesday. 


Another indorsement has been 
received from the board of 
trustees of the Village of Wood- 
son Terrace. 


That all residents of St. Louis 
county have a vital stake in the 
adoption of the plan was assert- 
ed last night by J. Eugene 
Auchly, chairman of the sewer 
board of freeholders, at a joint 
meeting of the Creve Coeur 
Township Republican and Demo- 
cratic clubs. 

Speaking at the Spoede 
School, Spoede road near Olive 
Street road in the county, Auch- 
ly said the proposed district 
would include all of St. Louis 
and the heavily populated por- 
tions of the county. 

“The boundaries of the pro- 
posed district in St. Louis coun- 
ty,” Auchly: said, “follow gen- 
erally the ridge line on the south 
and west of that area in the 
county which drains through the 
City of St. Louis, with one ex- 
ception, 


D 
“That is the Cold Water creek 


drainage area which drains into 
the Missouri river a short dis- 
tance above the Chain of Rocks 
Water Works intake, from which 
source St. Louis obtains a large 
part of its water supply. That 
is one of the most rapidly de- 
veloping areas in the Metropoli- 
tan District and has a very high 
+ sappctre and industrial poten- 
tial. 

“Although the area of the 
proposed district does not in- 
clude a large part of the county 
lying beyond that ridge line, 
all registered yoters in the coun- 
ty are eligible to vote on the 
proposition. 

“This is so because, first, the 


Constitution of Missouri re- 
quires it. ‘ 

“Secondly, all residents of the 
county have a stake in the 
proposition because the plan 
contains a simple provision for 
inclusion of additional terri- 
tory as sufficient development 
occurs in such area as to make 
the creation of a new subdistrict 
and the construction of sewer 
facilities economically feasible. 
“I want to point out, however, 
that no county resident living 
outside of the boundaries of the 
district can be taxed for opera- 
tion and maintenance of district 
sewers nor for any new sewer 
construction undertaken within 
the district boundaries.”

EVEN THEN, if the symptoms 
and results of the physical ex- 
amination and the few initial 
lab tests don’t indicate one cer- 
tain disease, other things must 
be done to pin. down the diag- 
nosis, 

One way—which may be the 
quickest but is also the most 
expensive — is further tests. 
These may yield enough infor- 
mation to point out the specific 
disease you have. A patient 
presenting particularly puzzling 
findings may have a lot of tests 
ordered by his doctor in order 
to find additional clues. 

Doctors do try to strike a 
balance between the absolutely 
essential tests and what you can 
afford. Most physicians make 
no profit from laboratory tests. 
Hospitals in the past have oper- 
ated their laboratories at a loss 
but are now upping the price of 
tests in order to try to break 
even. Research is constantly go- 
ing on to find more valuable 
tests which will be less ex- 
pensive.

A SECOND WAY of trying to 
find the diagnosis is assuming 
one certain disease is present 
and treating it. If treatment 
helps the patient, then that dis- 
ease is probably the trouble. 

Several different treatments 
may be needed as one and then 
another doesn’t prove a cure. It 
certainly isn’t always practical 
to substitute this way of identi- 
fying the disease for valuable 
tests. Delay in diagnosis may 
be critical. But with some dis- 
eases, such trial treatment may 
help decide the diagnosis. 

. =e 


A THIRD APPROACH, some- 
times necessary very early, is 
simply waiting and repeating 
the examination. The very ear- 
liest symptoms of various dis- 
eases are vague aches and pains 
and possibly loss of appetite. A 
day or two or a week later pro- 
duces more symptoms and more 
physical findings. ‘These addi- 
tional symptoms or physical 
findings may be necessary to 
provide enough clues for accu- 
rate diagnosis. 

That does not mean that you 
are wasting time and money by 
going to your doctor at the ear- 
liest sign of illness. Many dis- 
eases can be identified at the 
very beginning. But some, and 

articularly infections, cannot 

e identified positively the first 
day or two. Mothers of small 
children and medical child spe- 
cialists particularly realize this. 

Your doctor’s trouble in mak- 
ing an immediate diagnosis on 
the first visit doesn’t mean he 
is poorly informed. Additional 
clues may be needed: either 
tests, therapeutic trials, or re- 
examination a little later.

HERE are few food products 

today that are reserved for 

merely seasonal use. 
frozen-lemonade concentrate 
which was such a convenience 
for use in summer beverages has 
proved itself yseful during win- 
ter months. It is a good mixer 
for any drink that calls for 
lemon flavor and a small amount 
of sugar. 

It is also a good base for 
jellied salad, which is a favorite 
choice for buffet-supper service. 
With a meal of this sort, I often 
offer two salads. One will be a 
bowl of tossed greens, and the 
other a molded salad garnished 
liberally with salad greens. Sur- 
prisingly enough, it seems to be 
the men that make the latter 
their first choice, while women 
usually help themselves to both. 

In my opinion, a jellied salad 
should always have a tang. This 
will be supplied by combining 
diced pineapple with diced cu- 
cumber and onion, both of which 
blend so well with the lemon 
base. 

For piquancy, I like to add a 
bit of herb vinegar and salt to 
taste.

Two tablespoons 
minced onion. One cup diced 
cucumber. Salt. 

Soften gelatine in the lemon- 
ade concentrate five minutes. 
Dissolve with hot water, fruit 
juice and vinegar. Chill in re- 
frigerator until mixture begins 
to set. Fold in the pineapple, 
onion and cucumber. Place in 
six individual molds or one large 
mold. Chill until firm. Serve 
garnished with salad greens, and 
top with mayonnaise and sliced 
almonds.

Dreams of Freedom Behind Iron Curtain 


Correspondent Is Asked in Satellite Countries Why Western Armies Don't Come to Their Rescue

Third and final installment 
of a report on life behind the 
Iron Curtain by a _ British 
newspaper man who traveled 
12,000 miles across the satel- 
lite countries of Eastern Eur- 
ope. He visited Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria. 


SPENT a whole week in Sofia 

wandering where I pleased 

and talking with whom I could 
without the services of a guide 
or interpreter. It seems that my 
arrival had taken the Bulgarian 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs by 
surprise. Why, I can’t think. 
Someone must have given in- 
structions for my visa to be is- 
sued. 

For a week no one seemed to 
know what to do with a corres- 
pondent from the West, maybe 
because it was such a long time 
since anyone had seen one, 

However, when the Reds final- 
ly got organized, an immaculate 
Buick, a chauffeur, and an in- 
terpreter were put at my dis- 
posal. Trips were arranged to 
the Black Sea, into the moun- 
tains and round about. I asked 
to see a co-operative farm and 
off we went to Brestovitsa, near 
the ancient capital of Plovdiv. 
This is probably the most fam- 
ous vineyard district in Bulgaria. 

After inspecting the process 

of wine-making, hospitality was 
laid on in the director's office. 
Bulgarians love to see a guest 
having a good time. They also 
like to see how much of a good 
time he can take. 
* There were seven of us in the 
director’s office, and for drink- 
ing glasses we used beakers 
from from the laboratory. 

First there was Rakia, a pow- 
erful plum brandy. With the 
pickled salmon and _ cheese, 
made from sheep’s milk, there 
was the red wine of the district. 

They produced a second wine 
which they said they usually 
gave to women. I took a sip and 
said that quite a lot of people 
in England too believed this 
drink to be practically non-al- 
coholic. It was an exceedingly 
potent port. 

Lots of fun—especially for 
the man who had been detailed 
to try to drink the guest under 
the table. 

On the way home my inter- 
peter said: “During the conver- 
sation the director said that as 
you were clearly an important 
guest of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, he supposed you were 
a member of the Central Com- 
mittee of the British Commu- 
nist party. 

“I didn’t translate that for 
you,” the interpreter went on. “I 
was a little afraid you might 
think the conversation was get- 
ting political. I answered for 
you. I said you weren't.” 

“Nobody seemed to mind?” 
I said. 

“Mind? echoed the interpre- 
ter. “Didn't you notice they 
were so relieved that everyone 
drank up all of a sudden and 
poured themselves another?”

He said he still dreamed some- 
times of fish and chips in the 
Edgware-road.

Even 
a war would be better than life 
under the Russians. They’re 
“scared of the West and, besides, 
you'd win.” 

I said: “Do you suppose the 
British and the Americans are

For the 
term “dun” which she quotes to 
designate drab coloring, has long 
been rare, if not obsolete. 

Is this the same word, she 
asks, as the “dun” in “dunning?”

pered: “I was a pilot in a Czech 
R.A.F. squadron. But we can't 
talk here.” 


We walked and talked in a 
quiet side street.

double. If West had had North’s 
hand—as might have been the 
case—any action by South over 
the one-diamond bid would have 
encountered a prompt double— 
and a substantial set. 


When, however, it developed 
that North had the balance of 
power, South showed his 
strength by jumping to two no- 
trump. True, he did not have a 
sure spade stopper, but it was 
certainly to be expected that 
North could help out there. 
South realized his partner 
would need strong encourage- 
ment to contract for game; and 
the jump in no-trump figured to 
give North precisely the right 
degree of urging. 

West decided to lead his part- 
ner’s second-bid suit, spades. 
Dummy played low; East won 
and returned a spade. South won 
with the queen, led.to the club 
king and finessed on the way 
back for the queen. West won 
and continued with spades, 
knocking out the ace. 

Now declarer led a diamond 
from the board and when East 
ducked, won with the king. The 
three good clubs were run off 
—and East was soon in difficul- 
ties. To give up the last spade 
was to abandon hope, so East 
blanked his heart king, hoping 
West had the queen. South, how- 
ever, held that valuable card, 
and now he merely led to the 
heart ace, dropping East’s king. 

If East had discarded another 
diamond, keeping the K-J of 
hearts, South simply could have 
led the low diamond from his 
own hand, forcing out the blank 
ace.

Buddhists say the “footprint” 
was made by the Buddha, while 
he was in Ceylon about 2500 
years ago. Hindus say it was 
left by Siva, one of their im- 
portant gods.

THE MOSLEM, or Mohamme- 
dan, story is of special interest 
because it speaks of Adam and 
Eve. The Moslems give this 
legend: 

“Adam was cast out of the 
seventh heaven, and landed on 
the peak which is named in his 
honor. As punishment for his 
sins, he was forced to stand on 
one foot year after year—and 
that is how the footprint was 
made. 

“Eve also was cast from heav-
